THE period at which Mr. Jefferfon was called by 


the public voice to the chief niagifiracy of the union,

Firm in integrity and virtue, 
he fought with unparalleled induftry, to reftore the 
citizea of America, to the enjoyment of his. civic 
rights--the ineitimable privileges of his nature, for 
which the blood of his countrymen had flowed, and 
which were promifed him at the revolution. -Thefe 
were the efforts of .a great and good man, and all 
muft approve them. But by the obligation we owe 
to him, to ourfelves, and to our country, we are 
bound to yield to the great and paramount interefts 
of fociety; and point out with gentlenefs and affec- 
tion, the dangers we apprehend, the rocks and quick+ 
fands that furround him. This is the duty of true 
friendfhip—-a duty. to which every patriotic heart 
will yield. Who can behold without indignation, 
probity and virtue led aftray; deceived, by the bafe 
inftruments of treachery and fraud? To the mild 
and philanthropic temper of Mr. Jefferfon, is added 
an amiable credulity, which in unguarded moments, 
renders him liable to be deceived, by the infidious 
and fervile approaches of wicked and defiguing men. 
Thefe are the fpontaneous productions of every foil; 
and ever true to the principles that actuate them, we 
have feen, with forrow and indignation, the profligate 
and abandoned of every nation, whether from the 
diftant fhores of India or of Europe, in crouds af- 
fembled at the capitol, demanding the attention and 
patronage of the firft magiftrate of the union, Un- 
iolicited, they haye become the protectors of his perfon 
and his fame. To the aftonifhment of every, revolu- 
tionary hero, they have boafted of his partiality. 

By fome unfortunate difpenfation of Providence, 
this devoted city has been infefted with more than an 
ordinary number of thefe emiffaries of mifchief. In 
concest with natives, who farink from public feru- 
tiny, but on whom the uplifted rod fhall prefently 
defcend, they have commenced an attack upon the 
fecond officer of the government. Againft him they 
have, with unexampled malignity, levelled the poifon- 
ed thafts of malice and revenge; but contending with 
inflexible integrity, they will fall harmlefs at his feet, 
and the Lilliputian warriors that directed them, will 
cre long be configned to infignificance and contempt. 

Tu1s congenial affociation has manifeftly conceiv- 
ed a fyitematic plan for the introduétion of diforder, 


and the ruia of a man who pofleffes the efteem of his 


fellow-citizens, and the power to iaterrupt the am- 
bitious fchemes of the enemies to his country. For 
this laudable purpofe, we have feen {pring up 
amongit us, this motley group, meditating “ deeds of 
darknefs and difafter.”? An odious compound, con 
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difciplined to treafon, have fled from punifhment and 
death at home. Of natives, who have. been arraign- 
ed at the bar of judicial tributals, and but lately 
efcaped the juftice of their couitry.—Of men, who 
in the dark and gloomy days ¢?repxblicanifm, were 
fought for in vain, among the fupporters of public 
freedom; who paraded the ftreets in exultation, and 
publicly triumphed in the market-place over repub- 
licans defeated and oppreffed. Thefe are the heaven- 
born patriots, who are deftined to protect the temple 
of liberty—the guardian-angels of America. Who 
is there that will calmly yield affent to thefe impu- 
dent pretenfions? What patrict can recolle& the 
revolution in which he a¢ted, and hear thefe things 
without emotion? 7 

Mr. Jerrerson, I am perfuaded, is friendly to 
the harmony and tranquility of the friends of the 
people. But the men. to whom I have alluded, 
have an intereit in confufion. It is not to be won- 
dered at, therefore. that they fhould be guilty of 
condudt, fuch as has lately been exhibited.—With 
matchlefs impudence, they have ityled themfelves ex- 
clufive republicans, and the only fupporters of the 
prefent adminiitration. I fhould here examine what 
are their claims to thefe high and impofing appella- 
tions: but as I propofe in fome future papers, to 
inveftigate minutely their charaCters, their condu@, 
motives, and ultimate objects, I thall only. obferve 
here, that if they are Mr. Jefferfon’s only fupporters, 
he is in a deplorable fituation, and at the next elec- 
tion, mutt bid adieu to the prefidential chair, which 
he has hitherto filied, with dignity and honor. 

Tuese men, who have in effe& confituted them- 
felves the official guardians. of the Prefident, have 
begun a work that mult inevitably terminate in his 
ruin. ‘They are breaking every tie that bound his 
fupporters to each other. They are diffeminating 
evil and confufion through the community, infufing 
poifon iito the bofoms of friends, and with rude and 
unholy hands demolifhing the invaluable inititutions, 
upon which refted the hopes of every friend to his 
country. ‘Thefe are facts that cannot be denied, 
and the confequences will not be perceived, until 


it is too late to remedy the mifchiefs they have pro- 
duced. 


In every fociety, men, like thefe I have named, are 
to be found; but feldom are they fuffered to bear 
that evil {way, by which they have now agitated the 
community. To diffeminate with impunity, calum- 
nies the molt bafe, to deceive the public by the bold- 
nefs of their falfehoods—to infult every honeft man 
by ityling themfelves the favorites of the executive, 
the organs to communicate his will, and difpenfe his 
favors—That thefe things have been authorifed, it 
is inypoflible for me to believe. But with an affur- 
ance calculated to excite unfavorable fufpicions, they 
have proclaimed in the ftreets, and in every public 
place, that no offices can be procured, unlefs their 
approbation has been fignified. Rifing in regular 
gradations, this mixed and party-colored junto, pro- 
ceed with increafed audacity to call their’s the public 
will; profcribe all who will not acquiefce in the 
juftice of their meafures; brand them with oppro- 
bious epithets ; and attempt to fix upon them the dif- 


dependence of opinion, and indulge doubts with re- 
gard to the propri¢ty of any governmental meafure, 
they are charged with villifying Mr. Jefferfon, and 
endeavourtng to bring his adminiftration into difre- 
pute. This is the language which is founded in our 
ears with unceafing perfeverance. But I afk who it 
is, that defames the officers of government? Let 
thofe immaculate patriots point out the men—fur- 





filing of foreigners, who, fkilled in ftratagems, and mifes, and daftaydly infinuatjons, cana have ne influ- 


'truft of the community. When men affert their in- 
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ence with an enlighteried community. Are thefe 
the days in which men are to be profcribed, for ex- 
ercifing the inalienable rights of nature? Are they 
to be marked out as victims for deftruction, becaufe 
they believe Mr. Jefferfon, like others, falhble? Are 
they, under the m‘ld-and benignant operations of a 
reprefentative government, to be told, that the 
freedom of fpeech, and of opinion, muft be fur- 
rendered? That the privileges for which they fought, 
and which were eftablifhed by the conftitution, muft 
be relinquifhed? Is this junto, which endeavours to 
identify itfelf with the government, prepared to pro- 
mulgate doétrines like thefe, to a wife, brave, and 
generous community? For the honor of the country, 
I hope not. 

No man has, with mote zeal and earneftnefs, de- 
voted his time and talents to the elevation of Mr. 
Jefferfon, than myfelf—And the fame independence 
which then induced me to advocate him, will now 
lead me to inveftigate his condu@, to approve or con- 
demn, as my judgment fhall direct. 

Tis is the language of an independent man, warm 
in his attachment to the principles upon which the 
government is founded. With franknefs and fin- 
cerity, he now pronounces, that if the executive 
wifhes to retain the efteem and confidence of the na- 
tion, it behoves him to withdraw from this peftiferous 
alliance, and reft for fupport upon the fubitantial and 
upright men of his country.

This 
feeble attempt to refilt the arguments of that writer, 
and to conceal the motives of the political opponents 
of Mr. Burr, has hitherto attracted fo little attention 
that it has been deemed unworthy of particular exs 
amination, A due regard however to that portion 
of the community, which with honeft views has been 
deluded into error, requires that it fhould be noticed. 

Hap not Ariftides declined to enter into a contro- 
verfy with the contemptible fcribblers who have oc- 
cafionally aflailed him, I fhould have left this taf 
for him to perform. But many circumftances have 
lately occurred, that render fome remarks upon the 
work in queition, with occafional references to our 
local affairs, proper and neceflary. Juttice too de- 
mands that the caufe of an injured man fhould not 
be abandoned. : 

Atrackep as Mr. Burr was by. the the authors 
of the moft complicated fyftem of knavery that was 
ever organized in the country, it required more than 


ordinary firmnefs to refift the torrent of abufe that 


flowed from venal preffes, and to repel the inceffant 
attacks of corrupt and fyltematic ingenuity. The 
dogs of faétion were at once unloofed, and it required 
more than human ftrength to drive them to their 
kennels. If any effeéts fhall hereafter contribute to 
this defirable object, and if one honeit man fhould be 
reclaimed from error, my gratification will be com- 
lete. : 
: Ir is not merely the charaGer of an individual, I 
with to fuftain; it is not in the caufe of faction that 
I labor; but to check the introdution and the en- 
couragement of meafures, which in all popular go- 
vernments, from the earheft antiguity to the prefent. 
day, have uniformly preceded convulfions that fhook 
them to their centre. It is the tyranny of faétion 
which it behoves us all to refift. A tyranny which 
is ptoftrating the individual independence of the, 
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people, and corrupting all the fources of their hap- 
pinefs. From being formed fora particular object, 
it will extend its operations to thofe of a more general 
nature. From aiming at the dettruction of an indi- 
vidual, it will attempt the fubverfion of every inttitu- 
tion hoftile to its views, and generate evils which no 
free contftitution is able to refift. Tyranny as fevere 
as that of a defpotic government may exiit under va- 
rious forms. It is immaterial whether it is regal op- 
preffion, or the tyranny of authorifed fyitematic 
flander that prevails. The laft deftroys its victims as 
certainly as the firit, and drives into obfcurity every 
man who has not become infenfible to calumny and 
abufe. 


Ir the faétion which has been organized in this, 
and has been occafionally aided by individuals from 
other ftates, were to fucceed in injuring the reputa- 
tion of Mr. Burr, no man in the country who had 
been rendered confpicuous by his talents would be 
fate. Whenever a venal foreigner, or a few degrad- 
ed natives, could be bought by money or by offices, 
to raife a clamor againft an individual, defignated by 
their employers, his ruin would be inevitable. 


Tue corruption and injuftice of ancient times 
would be here revived, and accufation and convic- 
tion become terms convertible and equally fatal. It 
would be a virtual eftablifhment of the oltracifm, by 
which the beft in Greece were banifhed unheard, not 
only from their ttations, but their country, by the ar- 
tifiees of their enemies. It would be fanctioning a 
dreadful precedent, involving not only tlre fafety of 
eminent men, but the peace and internal happinefs of 
the country. 


In this ftate it has been induftrioufly attempted to 
introduce the evils which are here complained of. 
They have been refitted with vigour, with what ef- 
feét remains yet to be decided. Good men, however, 
fhould not defpond. 1 am one of thofe, who believe 
in the obitinacy of human imperfeétion, but convinced 
of the correctnefs of my principles, and the accumu- 
lating power of truth, my labours fhall terminate only 
with my life. Thofe who may engage with me ina 
juft caufe, are aflured, that I am neither to be inti- 
midated by perfonal confequences, nor filenced by an 
attempt at legal oppreffion. Armed with truth, I 
do not fear an inveftigation into the facts I fall ad- 
» vance, nor fhall thofe who may feek, by an impotent 
difplay of refentment, to bring me into a court of 
juitice, be confoled with the idea that their fuits will 
be fuffered to pafs into oblivion. I will meet them 
at every point, I will unfold the annals of corrup- 
tion, and with the proofs of villainy in my hand, 
prottrate their ideal dignity of character, and expofe 
them to the deteftation of the world. Although the 
“‘ Reply to Ariftides”” has been given to the world 
under the figuature of James Cheetham, it is undoubt- 
edly the joint production of the faction that fup- 
ports him, and exhibits lamentable proofs of its ap- 
proaching diffolution, It is the laft convulfion, the 
expiring effort of villainy detected and fubdued.

4A War Storr Founpep on Facr. 


«WHO KILLED COCK ROBIN ?” 
MUCH talk has been made of holding up one 


Jupce Purpy, asa Senator for the fouthern dif- 
tit; the revolutionary fervices of this gallant wight 
certainly entitle him to a high grade in the arifto- 
cratic corps. The following account of a narrow 
efcape made during the war, may ferve as an initance 
of his daring intrepidity, and his perfect acquain- 
tance with that accomplifhment, fo neceffary to a 
great general—the art of making a good retreat. 

In a body of militia ftationed near Croton, was 
the regiment to which Purpy belonged, in the ca- 
pacity of a Major. An attack from the enemy be- 
ing expected, this regiment was ordered forward to 
fuitain the onfet. ‘The alarm, however, proving 
groundlefs, the regiment refumed its {tation with the 
main body- On calling the roll it was difcovered 
THAT Major Purpy was missinc. The utmott 
anxiety was immediately exhibited throughout the 
camp.

A letter dated Albany, March 22d, and addreffed 


to a gentleman in this city, was laft evening found in 
the ftreets. As its contents are altogether of a po- 
litical nature, and as it was handed to its prefent 
poffeflor open, he thinks himfelf at liberty to pub- 
lith the following extract :— 

I fear, your conjectures, refpeCting the caufe of 
the late change in public opinion, are but too well 
founded. What elfe could have occaficued this fud- 
den, and general revolt from our ftandard; this al- 
moft unanimous fupport of Cor. Burr: the people 
have, no doubt, been awakened by a fenfe of the 
danger to which they were expofed, and the flavery 
with which they were threatened, had we maintained 
our power three years longer. | 


We may now regret, but cannot prevent the con- 
fequences of our intemperate hafte; had we been 
careful not to roufe the fufpicion of the people, until 
we had fecured the approaching election; we might 
then, by more compleatly engroffing all the offices 
and revenues of the ftate, have eftablifhed ourfelves 
fo firmly as to defy all future attempts to fhake our 
power. ; 

Of all our errors, no one has been more fatal to 
our caufe, than the open and public defamation of 
Colonel Burr. It was indeed neceflary to ruin him 
in the eftimation of his fellow-citizens; fince he re- 
fufed to enter into our views, or to affift us in the 
attainment of our ends, it would have been highly 
impolitic to fuffer him to retain his influence, but we 
might have found furer as well as fafer methods of un- 
dermining it, than’thofe we adopted ; our efforts would 
have been more fuccefsful, had they been more con- 
cealed. Our open and daring attempts have called 
forth defenders, who, not fatisfied with repelling 
our attack, have in their turn affailed us, as with 
more reafon, fo I fear with better fuccefs. 


There can be little doubt, but that the writings 
of Cheetham and others, againft Colonel Burr, have 
had an effect dire€tly contrary to the withes of their 
authors; for no fooner did the people difcover, that 
the charges contained in them were groundlefs, than 
they began juftly to diftruft a caufe, which refted for 
its fupport, on fuch unmerited calumny ; averfion 
fucceeded to diftruft; and alienation has been the 
confequence of averfion. Thus has our miftaken 
zeal heaped that ruin on ourfelves, which we ex- 
pected, would have overwhelmed our adverfaries, 
But although our weaknefs muft be fufficiently evi- 
dent to any accurate obferver, let us endeavor, as 
long as poffible, to preferve the appearance of ftrength 
and pretend to ridicule as before, the infignificance of 
the Burr Fadion.
